Acting Assistant Surgeon Thompson reports, May 7: 
Week ended May 6. Bills of health were issued to 3 steamships 
bound for United States ports. 

Report from Progreso — Inspection and disinfection of vessels. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Harrison reports, May 9: 

Period from April 18 to May 9. No quarantinable disease was 

reported in Yucatan. 
Seven ships were dispatched with 70 passengers from this port and 

315 persons in the crews. Of these vessels, two were disinfected. 

Report from Salina Cruz — Inspection and fumigation of vessels. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon McPherson reports, May 1: 
During the period from April 16 to 30, inclusive, one steamship 
cleared from this port for the United States and was fumigated through- 
out while in the roadstead outside the harbor. 

Report from Veracruz — No quarantinable disease present. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Jacobs reports, May 10: 

Week ended May 9. No quarantinable disease was reported.
